In spite of govern­ 
ment controls and materials short­ 
ages. A permit was Issued to the 
Schultz Company for Its $181,000 
shopping center in Greenbrae. 
A permit for $84,000 was taken 
out to the San Francisco contract­ 
ing firm of Anderson ¿c Rowe for 
40 motel unite and a dining room 
at Rancho Rafael in Ignacio. 
The firm ato has plans for a 
million doilir shopping oenter near 


Rancho Rafael, though no permit 
has been issued yet. 
The center 
would serve motel guests and resi­ 
dents of Ignacio and Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
Total amount of building permit 
fees taken In by Ryan’s office last 
month 
was 
$2,422. 
Residential 
construction accounted for • $1,961 
of this. 


Supervisor George Whitoley, presi­ 
dent of the district board, asked 
Jenks to prepare data on cost and 
feasibility of the plant, which would 
add a firter to the present primary 
treatment plant. 
Jenks said the further treatment 
would probably save the cost of the 
outfall line and would 
also save 
money on the amount of chlorine 
used in sewage treatment. 
The board asked City Manager 
Ray Boege to make a study of the 
possibility of charging for the dump­ 
ing of septic tank sluge In the sani­ 
tation district lines. 
It was pointed out that septic 
tanks cleaners from aU over the 
county are dumping In San Rafael. 
Those colfectlng from within the 
district should not have to pay ad­ 
ditional, the board decided, 
but 
those from outside should pay their 
share of the cost. 
A $1,170 contract for the construc­ 
tion of a 365-foot sewer line off San 
Quentin roed in Lomita park waa 
awarded to R. J. Brant Co. of San 
Rafael. The 6-inch line will serve 
four homes off an extension of the 
Orange street line.

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Throughout California as in all parts of the 
nation, United Nations Week will be observed 
this month to focus attention on the part that 
everv citizen can play in supporting the UN 
and its program for world peace. 


This will be the sixth annual conference. 
The week starts October 21, reaching its cli­ 
max on October 24 with the celebration of 
United Nations Day. 
Appropriate exercises 
will be held in thousands of dties, towns and 
hamlets. 
A fitting slogan has been adopted for the 
observance - "Our best hope for peace is UN 
and you." It emphasizes the need for whole­ 
hearted cooperation of the citizenry in the aims 
and activities of UN. 
During the week much will be said of United 
Nations achievements in scattered parts of the 
world - the checking of epidemic« in Europe, 
the writing of a Convention against Genocide, 
and the adoption of the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, guaranteeing equality, se­ 
curity and liberty for all peoples regardless of 
race, religion or nationality.

Does A Vacuum Repose Behind 
Reassuring Presidential Smile? 


New« Hem: With a smile Mr. Truman said he 
fifij named an Ambassador (to Haiti) recently. But 
when a reporter asked for the Ambassador s name 
the President said he couldn’t give It because frank­ 
ly he didn't remember it. 
It's the smile that is so tragic. There it is on a 
men's face expressing confidence, a state of repose 
and a flash of gaiety which the French regard as an 
indication of the inward and outward harmony 
characterizing true culture. 
But, also, behind the reassuring smile there is a 
blank, a hole, a vacuum of which even the smiler 
may not be aware until he reaches into it for a 
necessary fact, a connecting thought, the Ambassa­ 
dor's name. 
The twind, that delicate human instrument, has 
ceased to function in some particular area. The 
smile becomes fixed, loses its warmth, fades. The 
«niter has feelings akin to despair. He gropes. He is 
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in this world but not of it. This unhappy state often 
overtakes self-conscious men on the approach of 
acquaintances to whom they will have to introduce 
the old friend at their elbow. There stands the ex­ 
pectant old friend. There stand the acquaintances 
poised to shake his hand.

West Faces 
Disaster 
In Iran 
By JOSEPH ALSOP 


WASHINGTON—The American 
policy-makers hope that United 
Nations Security Council action 
on the Persian oil dispute will 
lead to a fourth resumption of 
negotiations between the Iranians 
and the British. They hope fur­ 
ther, in whispers, that this addi­ 
tional gift of time will allow the 
government of the extravagantly 
irrational Dr. Mohammed Mossa­ 
degh the time it needs to hang 
itself. Then, they say, the Iranian 
problem may be solved. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
with 
the single exception of W. Averell 
Harriman’s brilliant intervention, 
American policy-making in Iran 
has been a pitiful tissue of false 
hopes and phony assumptions ever 
since the real crisis there began. 
Certainly the time has come to 
face-the real facts. There are two 
major facts that must be faced. 
What threatens in Iran is an un­ 
mitigated disaster. And this dis­ 
aster, which most Americans com­ 
fortably dismiss as another hard 
knock for the British, is in fact 
just as much a disaster for the 
United States, for the following 
reasons. 


FIRST, AS WAS long ago pre­ 
dicted in this space, the Mossa­ 
degh government have responded 
to the pressure of economic and 
political sanctions by opening ne­ 
gotiations with Moscow. For the 
present, as in the case of Hitler 
and Stalin in 1939, these negotia­ 
tions are ostensibly limited to re­ 
newal of a trade agreement.

West Faces 
Disaster 
In Iran

WASHmaTON—The American 
policy-makers hope that United 
Nations Security Council action 
on the Persian oil dispute will 
lead to a fourth resumption of 
negotiations between the Iranians 
and the British. They hope fur­ 
ther, to whispers, that this addi­ 
tional gift of time will allow the 
government of the extravagantly 
irrational Dr. Mohammed Mossa­ 
degh the time it needs to hang 
itself. Then, they say, the Iranian 
problem may be solved.

Patents Solution 
For 'Atomic Wash' 


PORTLAND. Ore. (U.R)—A 31-year- 
old Portland chemist says the gov­ 
ernment granted him a patent for 
a solution which "will get rid of 
radioactivity." 
•- The Inventor, Jack De Ment, said 
the "atomic wash" is a mixture of 
water and silicon tetrachloride. The 
compound attaches to most radio­ 
active atoms and hooks them up 
with Insoluble silicates. 
"In other words,” De Ment ex­ 
plained, "the atoms form a sort of 
gelatin solid, making it easier to 
wash them from large surfaces.”
